It is, how- 
ever, ten years since the people of this Dominion had an Gy creiteek 
to make their wishes known in regard to policies having a direct 
bearing on questions of domestic concern,

not up for consideration, and they played but a small part with the

For the first time since the Reciprocity election of 1911, the 
people of Canada will, on December 6th next, declare their will in 
regard to matters of policy and administration affecting purely do- 
mestic affairs. No question of war, or Empire, or foreign policy is 
involved in the present contest. The issue can be decided with an 
eye and mind single to the individual voters conception of what is 
best for Canada in a purely domestic sense, 

During the decade that has elapsed many thiugs have transpired 
which cannot have failed to broaden the vision of the people of Can- 
ada. The war itself, and the after-effects of that great struggle, } 
have left an indelible mark. In 1911 men only enjoyed the right ot 
the franchise; on December 6 women will go to the polls and cast 
their ballots on a basis of full equality in citizenship with men, 
Questions vitally affecting the material welfare of the Dominion are 
to be decided, but there has arisen a new conception of the duty of 
government towards the social and moral well-being of the people 
who in themselves constitute the nation. 

In 1911 doubts were cast, unjustly so, on the loyalty of many 
Canadians over what was, after all, solely a domestic question. 
But the war settled all doubts as to the loyalty of the people of this 
Dominion. They proved themselves Canadian and British both in 
the East and the West. ‘The war settled the loyalty cry forever, 
thereby rendering a great service to this country, and any man who 


for

tries to rescurrect it will prove himself a traitor to Canada and a 
mighty poor politician. 

For these reasons alone it is well within the bounds of truth to 
say that the approaching clection day is a most momentous one in| 
the history of the country, and probably the most important since 


the dawn of Confederation, It presents an opportunity for the exer- 
cise of good citizenship for which all Canadians have been cagerly 
waiting. Old hard and fast party lines have been shattered, 
whether for good or ill time alone can tell. New ideas in govern- 
mental forms and methods are prevalent; the franchise has been 
broadened to its utmost limits; new party leaders are dirccti 
affairs; a new national conscience has been awakened. 

It, therefore, behooves every man and every woman not only to 
exercise the right of their great national birthright—the marking of 
a free ballot—but to perform that act only after the most carefui 
study of national problems and with intelligence and an eye single 
to the welfare of Canada. The popularity or personality of the in- 
dividual candidate is one thing, but the yoter cannot wisely be guid- 
ed by that alone; he or she must take a bigger, broader look ahead 
and consider opposing policies in the light of present-day conditions 
and needs and the prospective requirements of the Dominion. — Old

New Canal Needed 


Panama Will Soon Be Too Small for 
World’s Commerce 
It is proposed that the American 
continent should bo cut through again. 
The present Panama Canal is used 
by an ever-increasing number of ships, 
and all the authorities are agreed that 
fn fifteen years’ time it will bo quite 
inadequate for the world’s commerce.

The greater part of its popu- 
lation was not producing anything, 
owing to lack of raw materials, lack 
of transport, and lack of coal and 
food. Unless credit were obtainable, 
deprivation would be superimposed 
and currencies would not pass mus- 
ter. So far as they were concerned, 
the result was felt in the fall in the 
value of: the sovereign, about 25 per 
cent. in America. Even in the victor- 
ious countries the situation was very 
serious, and it could only be met by 
increasing their output of goods to 
pay for imports. They must all work 
harder and spend less, and aim at a 
better scale of living. 

It was essential for them, Mr. Mol- 
teno continucd, that Germany should 
be ‘fwHy occupied with work, and her 
recovery in the economic sense would 
be greatly to their advantage. Thicy 
were now selling largely on the con- 
tinent to countries which could not 
pay them, and because of that, they 
were unable to pay America, They 
sorely needed the surplus output of 
other countries, but at present they 
were not in a position to buy freely.
